CableVision exercises option 
to extend agreement to 1998 


Meursinge honored as Teacher of the Year 


Chamber 
of Commerce 
Mixer Oct. 15 

The next Main Street Chamber of Com¬ 
merce mixer is scheduled for Sierra Madre 
News located at 9 Kersting Court in Sierra Madre 
on Thursday, Oct. 15 beginning at 5:30 p.m. 

The mixer is open to all foothill residents 
and the cost, $3.50, includes two drinks and 
canapes. 


CableVision, the cable company supplying tele¬ 
vision to this foothill area which includes Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia and Monrovia, has elected to exercise its op¬ 
tion of extending the agreement six years which brings 
the deadline to Apr. 13, 1998. 

The Ad Hoc Cable Franchise Committee, ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Gary Adams, has agreed to several 
changes in the Resolution 82-26, which passed unani¬ 
mously at last week’s City Council meeting. 

The committee is composed of Bob Oden, chair¬ 
man; Frank Bergen, Yvonne Eberhard, Trevor Ham¬ 
monds, Herb Stroh and Tom Edwards. Mayor Pro 
Tern Clem Bartolai is council liaison. 

City Administrator Jim McRea explained that 
the current cable television ordinance still stands and 
that the resolution, passed by the council last week, 
can still be modified. 

The council accepted all of the committee’s de¬ 
cisions concerning CableVision’s requests. 

Pasadena Community College will no longer do 


educational programming; however, Monrovia will 
pick up a joint cable television studio across the street 
from city hall on South Ivy. The studio will provide 
equal access to Sierra Madre and Monrovia residents. 
Funding for the studio will come from money redi¬ 
rected from funds CableVision currently spends sup¬ 
porting the Sierra Madre office. 

There will be no CableVision office in Sierra 
Madre as of the end of this month; the CableVision 
principals and Sierra Madre News are coming to an 
agreement about having the local paper collect both 
payments and the obsolete remote control devices. 
There will also no longer be a local telephone number 
for CableVision. 

Sierra Madre and Arcadia will each have its own 
government access channel, even though CableVision 
had requested only one channel for both cities. 

The emergency alert service, a “Basic Security 
System’’ and two-way security system which at one

Council members make numerous 
suggestions for upcoming City 
Council agenda items 


When Mayor Gary Adams asked City Council 
members last Tuesday if they had any suggestions for 
upcoming agendas, George Maurer suggested the 
possibility of a utility tax on Sierra Madreans. 

MaryAnn MacGillivray said she would like “to 
bring back the issue of street lighting on Main Street.” 
She added that merchants are interested in more light¬ 
ing even though it may “not be popular.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai said he was con¬ 
cerned that the patching job on Grandview was “a 
shoddy job” and continued, “Many times we accept 
lousy work and let it go. It dies, eventually. Let’s 
make sure these guys do these things right. A much 
better job could have been done on Grandview.” 

He was referring to the reported disenchantment 
of Grandview citizens in last week’s News since the 


street had been torn up when water mains were in¬ 
stalled and not patched properly. 

City Director of Public Works Kev Tcharkhoutian 
had explained in The News article that the east side of 
Grandview would not be completely redone, which 
would include actually tearing up the street and start¬ 
ing over “until perhaps next year if there’s money.” 

A more complete patch job was done after that 
council meeting. 

Councilman Lee Cline asked for an update on 
Orange Grove Avenue. 

Mayor Adams reported that the Economic Develof)- 
ment Council names would be reported soon since 
“it is about to form and have its first meeting.” 

The News will report those names as soon as the 
information is available.

The Sierra Madrean holds a Master’s degree in 
Marriage, Family and Child Counseling from Azusa 
Pacific University. 


Her husband, John, is a semi-retired engineer.

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Ten tips for 
fire safety 

According to the National Associa¬ 
tion of State Fire Marshals, the follow¬ 
ing are 10 fire safety tips: 

DOs: 

1. DO have enough smoke detectors 
to adequately protect your home. There 
should be at least one smoke detector on 
every floor of your house, including the 
basement and attic. 

2. DO replace the batteries of all of 
your smoke detectors twice a year. Re¬ 
member to install fresh batteries in the 
spring and fall, on the same day that 
clocks are set forward or back one hour. 
Check batteries once a month by push¬ 
ing the battery-check button, and replace 
batteries immediately if your smoke de¬ 
tector starts to signal a weak battery by 
“chirping.” 

3. DO have a plan for getting out of 
your house in the event of a fire. If pos¬ 
sible, have at least two exits from every 
room. Conduct family fire drills to prac¬ 
tice escape routes. 

4. DO have a pre-arranged meeting 
place outside near your home where every¬ 
one in your family knows to gather. Re¬ 
member, infants, young children, the 
elderly and the handicapped need extra 
help. 

5. DO have a fire extinguisher in 
your home at every location where fire 
is likely to start. Purchase fire extinguish¬ 
ers that are rated “ABC,” 

DON’Ts: 

6. DO NOT place flammable materials 
such as curtains, potholders or contain¬ 
ers of grease, near stoves or other sources 
of fire. 

7. DO NOT store flammable liquids 
and rags soaked in flammable liquids any 
place in your home. 

8. DO NOT attempt to put out a fire 
unless the fire is very small and easily 
contained. No matter how small the fire 
may be, make sure you have an unob¬ 
structed exit; even small fires can spread 
quickly, trapping you before you know it. 

9. DO NOT attempt to rescue pets or 
retrieve valuables before exiting a burn¬ 
ing building. 

10. DO NOT go back into a burning 
building for any reason whatsoever.

Caution to council 
r«:ordinance 

I attended (he City 
Council meeting of Sept. 
22, regarding the proposed 
Day Laborer Ordinance. 
After hearing from a num¬ 
ber of people with vary¬ 
ing views, it was suggested 
on behalf of the council 
that the council should 
not concern itself with 
“humanitarian” concerns 
and look only to the law. 
In that respect let’s look 
at the proposed ordinance: 

First, the proposed or¬ 
dinance is fairly complex, 
and judged on the public 
comments at the City Coun¬ 
cil meeting, not well un¬ 
derstood. This would have 
the effect of causing a 
general disrespect for the 
law. It is like being pulled 
over for speeding where 
there is no speed sign, or 
being pulled over for not 
making a stop where there 
is no stop sign. 

Secondly, and more im¬ 
portantly for the city to 
consider, is the fact that 
this law would seriously 
interfere with individual’s 
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right of livelihood. Al¬ 
though it is unlikely that 
any of the day laborers 
themselves would com¬ 
mence litigation against 
the city, there are certain 
groups such as the Amer¬ 
ican Civil Liberties Union 
and Mexican-American 
Legal Defense Fund that 
would take this kind of 
interference with a per¬ 
son’s right to earn through 
their own labor very ser¬ 
iously and the limited 
treasury of our city could 
well be exhausted by liti¬ 
gation over the validity 
of the ordinance. This is 
not a matter to be taken 
lightly, as the important 
personal right of an in¬ 
dividual to earn their live-

lihood, to freely associate 
with other persons, and 
even their right of free 
speech could well be found 
by a court to have been 
seriously interfered with 
by the proposed ordinance. 

As a resident and a citi¬ 
zen of the city of Sierra 
Madre, ask yourself if you 
agree that the limited re¬ 
sources of our city for 
dealing with problems 
like bumpy streets and old 
water mains that leak 
should be further depleted 
by an expensive court 
battle to appease a vocal 
minority in this city, who 
are somehow offended by 
the presence of men look¬ 
ing for a day’s work. 

There are, of course. 


many other objections 
to the proposed ordinance. 
The purpose of this letter, 
however, is to focus at¬ 
tention on the legal and 
the financial implications 
that would result from 
passage of the proposed 
ordinance. 

A final important point 
to consider might be called 
“public relations.” Was 
there anyone that was 
proud to say that they 
were from Sierra Madre 
after reading the article 
recently in the Los Angeles 
Times, San Gabriel Valley 
section? Do we want 
Sierra Madre to be known 
as a city of intolerance, 
inhumanity and isolation, 
or do we want to be known 
as a city that can accept 
culture diversity, that has 
compassion and that honors 
individual rights? 

If your voice has not 
been heard, it should be, 
both in these pages and 
at the meeting which has 
been scheduled before the 
City Council at 7 p.m. 
on Tuesday, Oct. 27.

Ordinance needed 
to control laborers 

I strongly feel that Sierra 
Madre needs an ordinance 
to control the nuisance of 
people “hanging around” 
in the park, commonly 
referred to as the “day 
laborers.” However, the 
ordinance presented at the 
last meeting seems too 
long and completely in¬ 
effective for the core 
problem. 

The core problem is not 
really legal vs. illegal aliens, 
Caucasian vs. “Brown¬ 
skinned people,” rich vs. 
poor, or even the fact 
that most are honest and 
hard-working. The real 
problem is whether or not 
any group of people should 
be allowed to hang around 
the park or public places. 
Webster defines “hanging 
around” as “to pass the 
time or stay aimlessly; 
loiter idly.” That’s exact¬ 
ly what they do - day after 
day after day - and it’s 
not a proper use of the 
park, sidewalks or door¬ 


ways! 

What are these loiterers 
doing to help themselves? 
Do they police themselves 
regarding comments made 
to young women? Do they 
keep the park’s restrooms 
clean? Do they pick up 
their own trash? Or, do 
they continue to use every¬ 
thing at our expense? Is 
their next step to pitch 
tents and expect to live 
there? 

My husband and I take 
issue with Mrs. Cline’s 
(an outsider from Alta¬ 
dena) comments at the 
council meeting and quoted 
in the Sierra Madre News 
last week, attempting to 
make this a racial issue. 
It’s not! We also don’t 
view Sierra Madre as a 
“wealthy community.” 
If we’re so wealthy, why 
aren’t the streets paved 
yet? There might be a few 
families who are “com¬ 
fortable,” but the majori¬ 
ty are seemingly hard¬ 
working people striving to 
maintain the homes they 
have worked so hard for. 


They’re not all Caucasian 
either, as Mrs. Cline stated. 
How dare she tell us what 
we should do! Since she 
feels so strongly that the 
day laborers should be 
taken care of with “boxes 
of food and clothing,” 
perhaps she should invite 
them to camp out in /ler 
front yard (in Altadena)! 

Some members of the 
Congregational Church 
are very supportive of al¬ 
lowing the day laborers 
to remain as they are. Ad¬ 
ditionally, some have sug¬ 
gested that “we” provide 
coffee and donuts for 
them! Who’s “we”? If 
“we” refers to people like 
my husband and me - we 
admit we’d be very happy 
to see them leave town 
and will certainly not en¬ 
courage them to stay by 
offering coffee and donuts! 
If the church is so con¬ 
cerned, why not move the 
day laborers into the 
church - use their facili¬ 
ties - their parking lot - 
their kitchen - their rest¬ 
rooms? 


Rosemary Hagarott 
was right on target with 
her comments - this is not 
a racial or religious issue. 
It is an issue of law. Up¬ 
holding the law should 
begin at home! 

After reading the Sierra 
Madre News this week, 
I’m now also concerned 
that possibly some of the 
day laborers are making 
Sierra Madre known to an 
unsavory criminal element, 
i.e., the carjacking by 
shotgun near the library. 
I never thought I would 
be scared to live in Sierra 
Madre, but apparently 
the blight of drawn guns 
and violence has found 
our village. 

NO IF is the time to put 
a stop to it. I hope every 
member of this community 
becomes involved and sup¬ 
ports the City Council in 
its efforts to establish an 
ordinance (hopefully a 
strong one) to deal with 
the nuisance the day labor¬ 
ers are creating.

Driving laws 
must be enforced 

Drivers in Sierra Madre 
are ignoring traffic laws. 
These are not minor trans¬ 
gressions like 30 in a 25 
mph zone or almost com¬ 
plete stops at stop signs. 
They are doing 35 in the 
business district (40 per¬ 
cent faster than allowed), 
passing vehicles on the 
right when the vehicles 
are going close to the speed 
limit but are too slow for 
the impatient driver, com¬ 
plete disregard for stop 
signs and crosswalks with 
pedestrians, etc. Down¬ 


town, U turns in the mid¬ 
dle of the block and park¬ 
ing in crosswalks for de¬ 
liveries is common. Those 
students who are vision 
impaired are at some risk, 
risk that is unnecessary 
and preventable. Orange 
Grove Ave. is an express¬ 
way except where the 
drainage dips act as speed 
enforcement. Grand View 
Ave. should be renamed 
Grand Expressway. Try 
going the speed limit by 
any school during school 
hours. Irate drivers will 
try to pass, tailgate, and 
give the one finger salute 


to a driver trying to up¬ 
hold the law. Saturday 
morning the bicyclists take 
over Sierra Madre Blvd. 
as if it were their private 
bikeway. They seem to 
think that the California 
Vehicle Code does not 
apply to them. Stop signs 
are ignored, as they ride 
three and four abreast 
and make turns without 
signaling. These adult 
riders are not setting a 
good example for any 
child who sees their ir¬ 
responsible riding. 

How did this happen? 
It did not happen over¬ 


night. Over a period of 
years people were allowed 
to get away with more 
violations. The recent 
fatal accident at Auburn 
and Carter is an example. 
The driving habits along 
Sierra Madre Blvd. are 
another example. When 
drivers are allowed to get 
away with serious viola¬ 
tions of the Vehicle Code, 
those that are dangerous, 
then the community suf¬ 
fers. Accidents occur, 
people are hurt and in¬ 
surance rates increase.

Do 
you find yourself debating on Saturday or Sun¬ 
day morning about what to do for the day? The 
beach sounds good, but the drive into the area 
drains your attitude a bit, and the parking 
sucks. I’ve got an alternative for you...Oak 
Glen and Julian, both within a day’s drive from 
Sierra Madre. 

They are much alike. Both are mountain 
towns, small, cute, etc., and both are what 1 
call apple towns. As you might expect, this is 
harvest time, so you can run out to these areas, 
pick a bushel or two right off the tree, and en¬ 
joy some very fresh apple pie in one of the 
many bakeries. 

Oak Glen is close to Yucaipa. You strike 
out on I/S 10 toward Palm Springs, but just 
after Redlands and before you get to Banning 
you’ll see the Yucaipa off ramp and one sign that 
says Oak Glen. Get off here, then turn left and 
go through Ramona, following Oak Glen Ave. 
right into the mountain town. There’s a lot go¬ 
ing on and it can draw some heavy crowds, but 
kids have fun picking apples, watching staged 
gun fights, and having picnic lunches in any one 
of a thousand spots in the town. 


Julian is a bit further. You can take I/S 5 
down past Oceanside picking up route 78 
through Escondido up into the mountains to 
Julian. The most picturesque way is to follow 
1/S 10 to 1/S 5 near Corona going south on 15 
to Escondido, then left or east to Julian. A nice 
drive, lots of sights enroute, and a lot to do 
once there. 

Personally, I prefer Julian because it is fur¬ 
ther away from the masses, and the “feel” of 
the town is nice. Sure, a bit “touristy” but 
that’s hard to get away from in this area. You’ll 
see clarity in the air that you haven’t seen for 
years in this area. Crystal clear. They have at 
least a dozen varieties of apples, some pears, 
and in Oak Glen, raspberries you can pick your¬ 
self. 

Well, I’m off now to pick up some Veri- 
dian, Olverian Crimson, Cadium yellow, a 
sable #4 and and some Arches paper, 148 lb. 
Hey, don’t feel bad, I don’t know what this 
stuff is either. I’m starting a watercolor class at 
the Creative Arts Group tomorrow (9-25), and 
I’m sure it will all come into focus then. Be nice 
to me.. .maybe I’ll paint your “pitchah.”

We had a debate teacher in college whose 
favorite exposition on “fallac es” always in¬ 
cluded his thesis that “the cause and effect re¬ 
lationship” or lack thereof, was the most com¬ 
mon human illogic.

Our little group once kept a quartet of grey¬ 
hounds, used primarily to run coyotes which 
were ravaging sheep, other livestock, family pets 
and various poultry species.

Sierra Madre Main Street Chamber of Commerce 
representatives outlined with the City Council Tuesday 
evening their needs concerning persons on the Eco¬ 
nomic ad hoc committee soon to be appointed by 
Mayor Gary Adams. 

“Maybe a day-to-day retailer as well as someone 
to participate in the ‘blue sky’ wishes. At least two 
members from the chamber,” suggested Councilwom- 
an Mary Ann MacGillivray. 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai suggested speci¬ 
fying a life cycle of the committee, i.e., IVi to two 
years. 

MacGillivray also suggested selecting two long¬ 
term members as well as several who would be on a 
rotating schedule. 

Main Street President Don Murphy said, “We 
need to look at the town in a ‘wholistic’ sense. What 
other parts are to be developed? How can we make 
the retail section more attractive to other retailers?” 

Horst Engel, owner of VIP Travel, said, “The 
chamber is in a better position now than it ever has 
been. Let’s get the word out to the people who aren’t 
here that the City Council and Chamber are now 
working together to try to make the town better than 
it is. Get out the broom and sweep the sidewalks twice 
a week, and if there’s a weed, pull it.” 

Murphy said that the events put on by Main 
Street were two-sided: to raise funds and to attract 
people to town...“There are a lot of aspects that are 
needed to take a look at the fabric downtown.

Wallace Stegner is one 
of the great writers of the 
American West. I am en¬ 
joying his classic novel 
“The Big Rock Candy 
Mountain,” which is 
somewhat autobiographi¬ 
cal. The novel tells the 
story of the Mason family. 
Bo, Elsa and their two 
sons, Chester and Bruce. 
The time is roughly be¬ 
tween 1900 and 1930, and 
the place varies from North 
Dakota to Washington 
State to Saskatchewan 
to Nevada to California. 

Bo Mason is a restless 
man. The familiar respon¬ 
sibilities of fatherhood 
lay heavily upon his 
shoulders, or about his 
ankles like leg irons. Bo 
was always looking for 
the big break, the real 
bonanza, the quick buck. 
When one of his situations 
did not pan out. Bo was 
always ready to move on, 
whether his family was 
reaay or not. Bo’s story 
is really an American 
tragedy, for he failed to 
recognize the real mean¬ 
ing of wealth. He would 
always trade a sure thing 
for a pig in a poke, and 
this gambling attitude cost 
him more than just money.

One of the ways of both 
entertaining and educating 
the public ii the re-crea¬ 
tion of historical periods. 
The Renaissance Faire 
can give you a glimpse of 
the 16th century. Ply¬ 
mouth Plantation, the 
17th, and Williamsburg, 
the 18th. Life without 
the wonders of electricity 
can be shown to be varied, 
cultured and even luxurious 
to some. But study and 
practice as hard as they do, 
with the best will in the 
world, anachronisms are 
inevitable and we are talk¬ 
ing about a mere four or 
five hundred years! 

When you go back 2000 
years it becomes under¬ 
standably difficult to 
create an atmosphere with 
much factual detail as to 
ordinary existence. We 
have a pretty good know¬ 
ledge of the more impres¬ 
sive Greek and Roman 
buildings and engineer¬ 
ing projects because some 
of them are still there, 
and it is almost possible 
to know how they dressed 
from looking at surviving 
paintings and statues, al¬ 
though many of the more 
shapely women, if dressed 
at all, look as if they were 
soaking wet, which seems 
unlikely. Nobody to this 
day knows for sure how a 
toga was draped. 

Greek theaters were dug 
into hillsides - pretty hard 
to knock down - and the 
Greek plays which have 
survived give us ideas 
about how they were staged 
by what the actors are 
called upon to do. There 
seems to have been mov¬ 
able scenery and certainly 
seme stage machinery, al¬ 
lowing for Olympians to 
intervene - hence the ex¬ 
pression indicating an out¬ 
side source of a happy 
ending - the “deus ex 
machina,” the god who 
arrives “out of the machine’’ 
to set everything straight. 

But suppose a wealthy 
Roman called storytelling 
actors to his marble villa 
to entertain his guests 


during and after dinner. 
How could we show that 
in any detail? The mind 
boggles. 

The J. Paul Getty Mu¬ 
seum has not tried to re¬ 
create the ancient world 
itself, but only the ambience 
of that world. The beauti¬ 
ful atrium of the Getty, a 
replica of the Villa Della 
Papiri just outside of Her¬ 
culaneum, becomes the 
stage for a skillful group 
of actors who tell and 
partially dramatize the 
story of the hero, Odys¬ 
seus, as he tries to get 
back home to Ithaca af¬ 
ter the destruction of Troy. 
It is a complex, fanciful 
story, full of nymphs and 
goddesses, monsters and 
maidens, shipwrecks and 
feasting and the five per¬ 
formers shift roles readily. 
Athena tries to protect 
her favorite from Posei¬ 
don, whom Odysseus has 
angered by defeating his 
son, the Cyclops, Poly- 
phemes. Odysseus’ com¬ 
panions drop off like flies 
as they are eaten by mon¬ 


sters or drowned in the 
sea. 

Oliver Taplin’s transla¬ 
tion of Homer’s epic poem 
has the straightforward 
qualities of the Greek 
language, a language not 
given to extravagant flights 
of fancy. Odysseus is al¬ 
ways decscribed as shifty, 
a “man of twists and 
turns,” a quality the Greeks 
admired, an opportunist, 
the only kind of man who 
could have survived such 
a fabulous collection of 
mishaps. 

The actors do not try 
to move swiftly over their 
simple set in the unfa¬ 
miliar drapery of classical 
statuary, but manage to 
suggest that flowing grace 
with accessories over sim¬ 
ple neutral dresses and 


pajama-like suits. 

And the host is generous 
with his food. Baskets of 
chicken, fresh vegetables, 
stuffed grape leaves, a 
yogurt sauce and bread 
are provided, with wine 
and “spring water” (Per¬ 
rier). There is anachron¬ 
istic coffee at one interval 
and fresh fruit and pastry 
at another. 

Actors Michael Santo,

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Barlow Respiratory Hospital 
celebrates 90 years 


By Phyllis Chapman 

The Barlow Respiratory Hospital at 20(X) Stadium 
Way in I,os Angeles, with Dodger Stadium just over 
the hill, is celebrating its Wth birthday. This is the 
only facility in the West and one of only five in the 
nation, dedicated exclusively to patients with severe 
pulmonary and respiratory disease. 

Barlow was founded in 19()2 by Dr. Walter Jar¬ 
vis Barlow for the treatment of TB patients and was 
first called Barlow Sanitarium. Back then, tubercu¬ 
losis was the nation’s leading killer. It was as terrify¬ 
ing and difficult to treat then as AIDS is today. 

This celebration recalls that Sierra Madre has a 
strong connection with the hospital. The property 
where Alverno High School and the Villa at Michillin- 
da and Highland are today was formerly the home 
site of Dr. Barlow and his family. The Florentine 
Villa is well known for the Friends of the Library’s 
Annual Wine Tasting event. 

Two major affairs highlighted the 90th anniversary. 
One was held on the facility grounds on Sept. 12 and 
was planned for family entertainment. The other on 
Sept. 19 was black tie and held at the Villa. 

Dr. Barlow was born in Ossning, N.Y. and him¬ 
self developed TB as a young physician in New York 
City. He came to California in 1895 to recover, which 
he did permanently, and he and his wife, Marion, de¬ 
cided to live here. He rapidly acquired a reputation 
as a specialist in pulmonary tuberculosis. 

At first they lived at the very fashionable address 
then of 2329 S. Figueroa St. in L.A. Dr. Barlow 
established the sanitarium for the many TB sufferers 
who migrated here and found themselves with little 
or no means of support. The recuperation period 
could take many months or years. The Barlows held 
numerous social fetes to raise funds for the facility 
and the needs of the.se patients. Many were held on 
the spacious lawn of their Figueroa home and later 
at the Villa estate. They were important social occa¬ 
sions as well as highly successful financially. 

The Sierra Madre property was purchased also 
for a sanitarium to treat patients not covered by 
county care and he planned to house them in cottages 
on the property. However, this was not allowed by 
the city.. When Sierra Madre incorporated in 1907 
one of its immediate problems was the number of 
people who had come here to “Nature’s Sanitarium” 
and were living in tents or other inadequate housing 
with fire hazards and sanitary conditions very poor. 
Therefore, the city passed an ordinance saying “no” 
to sanitariums in a zoned area. 

The Barlows, w ho had a son and two daughters, 
decided to keep this Sierra Madre property for vaca¬ 
tions and family fun. On the site at the time was a 
large, besuiliful wotxlen farmhouse known as “Darina.” 
There were fruit groves, horses and stables, later a 
swimming ptiol (where Alverno parking lot is today), 


tennis court, peacocks and seven dogs. 

When deciding to make Sierra Madre their perma¬ 
nent home, they felt “Darina” was not large enough 
and lacked the room necessary for servant’s quarters. 
It was torn down and the Villa built, reminding the 
Barlows of the Mediterranean climate here and how 
much they loved Italy. It is a replica of the only villa 
designed by the immortal Michelangelo, the Villa 
Collazzi, located outside Florence. The Barlows once 
visited the Bombicci-Pomi family who had occupied 
Villa Collazzi for several centuries. 

Dr. Barlow hired famed architect Wallace Neff 
for the building, who at that time was in his 20s and 
he said the good doctor hired him “because he was 
starting as an architect and was cheap.” Neff went 
on to design numerous mansions in Pasadena and 
San Marino as well as “Pickfair” and homes for many 
stars such as Groucho Marx, Red Skelton, Darryl 
Zanuck and Anheuser Bush, the Dohenys, the Chand¬ 
lers and others. He is most famous, too, for his bub¬ 
ble house that was built all over the world. 

This villa has a tower, which the Villa Collazzi 
did not, but from the tower they could enjoy the mag¬ 
nificent views of this area. The interior with its rich 
Phillippine mahogany is enhanced by the glow of Irish 
rock crystal chandeliers which were brought from the 
Figueroa house. 

Mrs. Barlow became a widow in 1937 when the 
doctor died of lung cancer. In late 1941, she sold the 
Villa and property to the Sisters of St. Francis for 
their western province home and a novitiate. The 
price was only a little over $28,000 but Mrs. Barlow 
wanted very much to keep their beloved home and the 
property from developers. 

Alverno High School was opened in 1960. It 
is named for Mount of Alvernia in Italy, which was 
important in the life of St. Francis. 

Barlow Sanitarium, now Barlow Hospital, has 
grown greatly over the years and they are now plan¬ 
ning to embark on an extensive expansion program. 
The original building and cottages are maintained as 
part of the whole site which is considered historical. 
They have always been involved in a strong research 
program and their main focus today is to wean patients 
from ventilator dependency. They are presently af¬ 
filiated with use. 

When Dodger Stadium was to be built, to ward 
off that invasion, they sold two parcels of Barlow 
land for an access road and away from the hospital 
grounds. The ballpark is not visible from the hos¬ 
pital grounds. While this site is no longer rural and 
isolated, the land still retains much of its early ad¬ 
vantages. It even has surprisingly clear air, thanks 
to what many believe is a fresh air funnel formed by 
the surrounding hills.

After hearing public in¬ 
put regarding a possible 
peafowl population con¬ 
trol program on several 
occasions throughout the 
summer, the Arcadia City 
Council decided to limit 
its program to one of ed¬ 
ucation at its meeting last 
week. 

After considering a 
trapping and egg bounty 
program, the council opted 
for a watered-down pro¬ 
gram, which will include 
educating residents via 
the city newsletter or water 
bill mailing on how to 
discourage peafowl from 
residing on one’s property. 

Councilman Robert 
Margett said that he was 
concerned for the minority 
who are stressed over pea¬ 
cocks. He said that if 
roofs are being damaged 
and if other problems 
presented at a previous 
public hearing do exist, 
that people should prevail 
upon the city for assistance. 

At previous council 


meetings, residents have 
told about peafowl scar¬ 
ing children, damaging 
roofs, eating plants and 
causing general nuisance. 
However, at last week’s 
meeting, speakers were 
unanimously in favor of 
no peacock control pro¬ 
gram. 

Vincent Foley, a 12- 
year resident of Arcadia, 
pointed out a division in 
the city which would be 
solidified if homeowners 
north of the 210 Freeway 
were given permission to 
trap the peafowl. Previoas 
testimony from residents 
indicated that those sur¬ 
rounding the Arboretum, 
where the greatest pea¬ 
cock population exists, 
supported the birds while 
those north of the free¬ 
way, where the birds have 
migrated in the past few 
years, are not tolerant of 
the noise, mess and nuisance 
caused by the peafowl. 

Melody Wall, who pre¬ 
viously gave the council 


a 33-page document on 
the peafowl, said that any 
action to control them 
would “jeopardize the 
peacock population.’’ 

George Scott, who has 
lived in Arcadia for over 
40 years, said that he 
sprayed water on some 
25 peafowl who were in 
his oak tree; they went 
away and haven’t come 
back. 

Michael Cunningham, 
an orinthologist who is 
associate curator at the 
Los Angeles Zoo, told 
about some of the be¬ 
havioral characteristics 
of the peafowl. 

Councilman Dennis Lo- 
jeski said that in the last 
two months he has learned 
more about peafowl than 
he ever thought he would 
read, hear or learn about 
the bird. He added that 
he appreciated public and 
staff input, but proposed 
a management program 
from an education/in¬ 
formational standpoint. 


Council recap 

Requests from Public Works 
trimmed; three items OKed 


The Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil trimmed a Public Works 
Service Division wish list 
at its meeting last week. 
The council approved the 
purchase of a single two 
and a half ton dump truck 
instead of two trucks which 
had been requested by Joe 
Lopez, director of public 
works. In addition, the 
council postponed the pur¬ 
chase of a street sweeper, 
which would replace a 
sweeper with over 100,000 
miles.

However, the council 
did approve one dump 
truck, a trailer-mounted 
200-gallon melter/applica- 
tor crack filler and a 
truck-mounted highway 
striper, which cost ap¬ 
proximately $159,000. 
Mayor George Fasching 
voted against the purchase 
of the striper, which has 
a $92,000 price tag, sug¬ 
gesting that the purchase 
could be delayed. 

The city’s current striper 
requires striping to be 
done approximately every 
six months while the new 
equipment lays striping 
which should last more 
than a year, said Lopez. 

In other action, the 
council approved the in¬ 
troduction of an ordinance 
which would update in¬ 
surance requirements for 
city permitted taxicabs 
and adopted a resolution 
agreeing to an Environ¬ 
mental Impact Report for 
the Foothill Cities Trans¬ 
portation Corridor and 
fund the project for $33,000 
out of Proposition A Lo¬ 
cal Return Fund reserves. 

Acting as the Arcadia 
Redevelopment Agency, 
the council held off mak¬ 
ing a decision on the Down¬ 
town Commercial Revitali¬ 
zation Program, saying it 


needed more time to study 
the proposal, which would 
provide initial funding of 
$270,000 to help businesses 
in the downtown area im¬ 
prove the facades of their 
buildings. 

Peter Kinnahan, assis¬ 
tant city manager for 
economic development, 
said that 20 property 
owners were interested in 
taking part in the program. 

The council set Oct. 6 
for a public hearing on 
an appeal of a planning 
commission denial for a 
proposed three-unit proj¬ 
ect in the first block of 
El Dorado. 

Instead of a proposed 
peafowl population man¬ 
agement program, the 
council opted for an edu¬ 
cation program so that res¬ 
idents who were bothered 
by the birds could get in¬ 
formation on how to rid 
their properties of the 
peafowl. 

In a pre-meeting, the 
council heard a presenta¬ 
tion by Methodist Hos¬ 
pital on the construction 
of a replacement wing 
and by Planning Com¬ 
missioner Bob Daggett 
on a refurbishment con¬ 
cept plan for City Hall. 

The next meeting of 
the council will be a joint 
study session with the 
Planning Commission on 
Tuesday, Sept. 29 at 6 p.m.
